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INTRODUCTION. 


{SSS T is not a little furprifing, 
| ® I that in a country like 
Qseee” England, where the arts 
and {ciences are daily making rapid 
{trides towards perfection, that’ we 
fhould be fo long in the dark with 
refpec& to fome curious inventions 
of remedies, fo effential in preferv- 
ing the life of man. Such are the 
medicines called Bouctres, firft in- 
vented and brought into ufe by Mr. 
_ Daran, at Paris, whofe pupil and 
affiftant I was for the fpace of feven 

years. fe 
When I obferve that Bougies 
were firft invented and brought into 
A 2 general 
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iv IN TROD UCT FON, 
general ufe by Monfeur Facques 
Daran, Confeiller, Chirurgien ordi- 
naire du, Roy, 8c. et maitre en Chi- 
rurgie de Paris, 1 would not be un- 
derftood, that this gentleman was 
the firft inventor of a Bougie, for we 
find feveral old authors. mention thera 
in their works, particularly in Bar- 
bett’s Anatom. & Chirurg. Prac. 
and feveral. others, where they give 
different receipts for Bougies, but it 
is to be remarked, that thefe Bou-~ 
gies were to’be made ufe of, merely 
as founds, or catheters are at prefent, 
to examine the paflage of the Ureth- 
raand Bladder, which is:a momen- 
tary operation only. 

Mankind are under the greateft 
obligations to Mr. Daran, for having 
by his great ingenuity, long expe- 

rience, 
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rience, and labour for many years, 
brought this probe or found into the 
form as well as the fpecific virtue, 
properly adapted for curing radical- 
ly thofe diforders, for which the 
Bougies of the ancients were never 
intended, nor were they ever em- 
ployed for that purpofe, not being 
compofed.of proper materials, for cu- 
ting the complaints we now treat of. 
Thirty years ago, when I came to 
England firft, by the particular defire 
of a worthy nobleman, whom had 
the honour to know iin Paris, I did 
not find the faculty here, very fond 
of Mr. Daran’s method of treating 
the diforders of the Urethra, nor dif- 
pofed to enter into the merits of his 
practice, notwithftanding the great 
number of extraordinary cures per- 
formed 
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formed by him on fubjects of all 
nations, who came to him at Paris 
to implore his affiftance, and not- 
withftanding, the Englifh furgeons 
had not difcovered any other me- 
thod of relieving and curing fuch 
diforders, but their patients were 
left to take their chance, after being 
cut and mangled in the old: manner, 
if they had not. the good fortune to 
efcape their fufferings by a total fup- 
preffion of urine and. a premature 
death, which, it is too well known, 
has been the cafe of many. It is by 
no means eafily accounted for that 
Englifh furgeons, who in general, 
are efteemed gentlemen of .a’ more 
liberal education than the French, 
and are allowed likewife to be as 
dexterous in all the manual opera- 
tions 
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tions of furgery, fhould have fucha 


backwardnefs and difinclination, to 
embrace any new method, or im- 
provement, efpecially if it has a fo- 
reigner for its inventor; but an un~ 
willingnefs to embrace any new re- 
medy, is, and has been a long time 
paft, much complained of in Eng- 
land ; but this is not all we have to 
lament, for there is a ftrange repug- 
nancy in many to admit any new 
difcovery, however beneficial to 
mankind ; of this the Peruvian Bark. 
is a notorious inftance, which made 
its way into the world with fuch un- 
accountable difficulty. I might here 
mention many other noble medi- 
eines, which were long oppofed by 
the moft learned phyficians of Eu- 
rope, before they were admitted by 

3 them 
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them into practice. How neceflary 
is it therefore for a practitioner to be 
void of prejudice, to abound with 
candour, and to embrace real im- 
provements with eagernefs.. Con- - 
ceited authors may rail as much as 
they pleafe at {pecific qualities, but 
it is impoflible for them to make any 
proficiency in the art of healing, 
without an adequate knowledge of 
the alterations each drug will pro- 
duce in the human body, or even in’ 
external applications, not by their 
mechanical action, but by their fin- 
gular properties, which are only 
known by experience and not from 
a knowledge of reafoning @ priori. 
Now fince our acquaintance with 
the virtues of all the Herculean re- 
medies is the refult of experience 


only, 
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only, why fhould we {top in ‘our en- 
quiries ; or conclude wehave,already 
arrived. at the me plus ultra of the 
AE{culapian.art. 

I have only to.add, that tn Shas 
J publithed the firit edition of this 
— fhort differtation at.Lendon, above 
thirty years fiance, I ,hada -great 
number. of patients, \fome of them 
people of the firft fafhion, and were 
known to, many of, the faculty, 
whom I had the happinefs of curing 
_of the mot defperate and inveterate 
complaints, which had conftantly 
refifted the power of the many dif- 
ferent remedies, that had been ad- 
miniftered to them for a long feries 
of years. Some time after I had 
performed the above cures, which

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are well attefted, I had the infinité

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RQetoeXCe BSTRUC TIONS in the urinary paf- 
99 Ge fage arife from fuch a variety of different 
caufes, that it would require a much 
Bonentt larger work than the prefent, to give the 
readers a complete and particular account of them ; 
which, after all, would be of little or no benefit to 
thofe who only want to be relieved from their pains 
and fufferings. 


Inftead, therefore, of entertaining the readers with 

a long and vain detail of caufes and effeéts, it will be 
fufficient for them, and more fatisfactory, to knows 
shat the moft common and general caufes of ftoppages 
Ba and 
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and objtructions of urine, which are only to be cured . 
by the proper and -well-direQed ufe of Boucigs, is 
one or other of the following : 


Firft, They may be owing to a natural flri@ure or’ 
ftraitnefs of the urinary paflage, either in part, or in 
its whole length, without any previous caufe whatfo- 
ever; which tay be looked upon as a diforder inherent 
to the conftitution, and which by age always grows 
worfe and worfe, as it is well known, that age brings 
on a contraction of all thé fibres of our bodies and 

diminifhes the diameters of all the tubes, &c. 


This natural or conftitutional diforder, has always 
been looked upon as incurable, and indeed it certainly 
would be fo, but for the invention of Bougiés which 
remove the caufe at once; firft by acting as a laft does 
on a fhoe, enlarging by degrees the diameter of the 
Urethra, and at the fame time occafioning a gentle 
fuppuration from the glands of the thickened coat of _ 
it, and by this fimple and plain method, reducing the 
parts affected to a fupple and yielding ftate, fo as to 
allow a large ftream of water to pafs through without 
refiftance. I have only to obferve, that patients in this 
particular cafe may expect in fome years a return of 
this diforder, which they can eafily prevent by having 
a fupply of Bougies always in their pofieffion, that they . 
may introduce themfelves, from time to time, to keep: 

the 
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the paflage wide and flexible, fo that the urine may 
always come ‘off in a full ftream, without which, 
befides many other bad confequences, the grofs and . 
terreftrial particles of the urine being retained in the 
bladder, will without all doubt, produce another ftill 
_. fore alarming diforder, which is a ftone in the blad- 
der; fo that this diforder though often looked upon as 
trifling in itfelf, and though eafily cured, yet in its 
confequences from neglect becomes fo terrible as to 
ee the perfon’s life. 


Secondly, Suppreffions of urine often arife from ul- 
cers, attended with proud fungous Acth in the urinary 
paflage, owing to venereal diforders that have been 
mifmanaged in the cure, either by the furgeon’s or 
patient’s fault, from aftringent injections, or other 
prepofterous methods; which, when of long ftanding 
become inveterate and obftinate, producing fiftulas in 
the neighbouring parts, fo that the natural channel of 
the urine being plugged up, the water makes its way 
through the integuments, forming different hollow 
urinous finufes and foetid ulcers, which are the more 
terrible as no perfon ever yet was fo happy as to find a 
cure, but by the ufe of the right prepared Bougies ; 
and I am forry to obferve, that it is but too true that 
numbers of perfons have loft their lives from being 
unhappily reduced to the above fituation, and this 
partly from’ their being ignorant of the happy effects 

of 
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ef Bougies of the right method of preparing them, and 
partly from their prejudice to a remedy that is not 
recommended to them by fome practitioner of high 
reputation. I have only farther to obferve, that pati- 
ents labouring under the laft-mentioned cafe, are as 
curable as from other caufes, for they are reflored to 


their health and vigour by the ufe of my Antivenereal 
Bougies. 


Thirdly, ObftruGtions in the urinary paflage are 
not unfrequently caufed by a diforder which goes under 
the name of a GLEET, or thofe fometimes fmall, 
fometimes large difcharges of a white or yellowifh 
matter from the Urethra, which matter is fometimes 
infetious and fometimes not: the cure of this moft 
obftinate diforder has been long attempted by loads of 
aftringent and balfamic medicines, pills, drops, cold 
baths, the bark, and what not; but I can affirm from 
the practice of others, and alfo from my own know- 
ledge, that very few of fuch unhappy. patients receive 
any real and lafting benefit from the above method, 


Tt is well known that before the ufe of Bougies, 
Gleets were deemed incurable, even by the beft prac- 
titlonersin Europe. But fince the ufe of my improved 
Bougies I never have found a gleet fo obftinate as to 
refift their efficacy, even when the patient has been 
reduced to the Jaft extremity, and beyond all hopes of 
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recovery ; of which there are many living and credita- 
ble witnefles,, both in London and other places, who 
ean atteft the truth. As toa fpecies of gleet known 
‘by the namie of afeminal weaknefs in either fex, as 
-alfo a diforder of the Bladder, called a diabetes, [ have 
a retnedy which has never yet failed in either fex. It 
was in the year 1759, that I had a patient of great 
worth and diftinétion, who had the misfortune to be 
‘troubled with a gleet of feven years ftanding, which 
by neglect produced a complication of evils, fuch as 
a total fuppreffion of urine by the natiiral courfe, and 
‘having feveral hard fwellings, beth inwardly and out- 
wardly, and all round the neighbouring parts, he was 
reduced to fuffer the meft cruel torturiug pains from 
this his melancholy fituation, fo that ail the urine that 
“came from the bladder infinuated itfelf through thefe 
fwellings, and came away infenfibly through filtulous 
ulcers, formed in thofe parts, which were extremely 
foetid and offenfive, and threatened a mortification. 
This patient had been treated however, with Daran’s 
Bougies before he fell into my hands, but the cafe was 
grown fo very obftinate as not to admit of a cure by 
Mr. Daran, though palliated a little in fome meafure, 
but upon the whole, the hollow fiftulous ulcers in- 
creafing both in fize and malighity, his diforder ad- 
vanced to a moft dangerous ftate, when I, by the ufe

the abfurdity of {uch a method muft be very obvious 
to every one who has the leaft idea of the nature of 
fuch diforders, yet a great many unhappy patients 
have been and are every day artfully drawn in to tty 
the effects of their vain-boafted drops and tinctures, 
and when teo late, are left to repent of their lofs of 
time and money ; of which | have feen too many in- 
fiances amongft fuch as had been thus duped, whom

~ [have cured gratis afterwards, they having pleaded 
hard to be excufed payment, fince they had laid out 
their money in vain on fuch pretended remedies, 


I fhall not take up my reader’s time any more with 

a farther account of the diforders to which the Ure- 
thra is fubject, but fhall finifh this little treatife with 
an account of a few cafes, fome of which had been 
defpaired of, fele&ted from a very great number which | 
have been perfectly cured by my Bougies here in 
London, and alfo in the different counties of Great 
Britain and Ireland, who are fupplied by me with 
full direétions for their ufe in all cafes of thefe difort 
ders. JI apprehend that my candid readers will readily 
excufe me for not having mentioned the names of any 
of my patients, this being a tender point I avoided, 
in order that I might not incur the leaft reproach from 
the public; but however, fome of my patients of 
their own accord, bave through gratitude for the 
benefit they received from my Bougies, and for the . 
fake of promoting the fame benefit to others, given 
me leave to mention their names if required; and 
likewife another privilege I have, which was unfoli- 
cited by me, viz. that of referring to very eminent 
phyficians in London, who were eye-witnefles to the 
many cures performed by me in London, one of 
whom has received himfelf, feveral letters of thanks 
from the country, from patients of this phyfician’s 
ns acquaintance 
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acquaintance who were cured, and to whom my 
medicines were fent by his recommendation, and who 
from the goodnefs of his heart and the many proofs 
he has known of the lafting and efficacious cures per- 
_ formed by my Bougies for thefe many years pait, 
continues ftill to recommend me to patients attacked 
with all complaints of the Urethra. 
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A Young gentleman of twenty-five years of age, had 
a natural ftricture in the Urethra from his birth, fo that 
he was obliged to take 15 or 20 minutes, and fometimes 
longer in making his water, with much difficulty and 
pain, the flream being no larger than a common thread, 
He was to have been married three years before I faw 
him, to a young lady in the countrf. He had béen 
treated with common Bougies, by feveral gentlemen emi- 
nent in their profeifion, by which he was able to make his 
“water quicker, and alfo ina larger ftream than ufual ; 
but, as the Bougies which had been employed by thefe 
gentlemen, had no other virtue, but that of ftretching 
-and enlarging the diameter of the Urethra, and that only 
for a mementary time, after which the part re-contracted, 
and he reduced again to his old fituation; when a friend 
of his happened to confult me on his cafe, which I under- 
took; and, by ufing my Bougies conftantly, he was per- 
fectly cured of this natural ftrictre (for he never had 
had any venereal affection) in two months, when’ he 
could make near a pint of water in the courfe of a minute, 
and in a large full ftream, which he has continued to do, 
without the leatt return, to this day.

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| A Foreign minifter, who was a man of great quality, 
had been troubled with a ftricture for feven years to- 
gether, attended with an obftinate and virulent glect, 
which, befides the frequent dangerous fuppreffions of 
urine, produced great pain and weaknefs in the parts, as 
well as of the whole body, and particularly of the back 
and loins, which made him walk in a bent and crooked. 
manner, not being able to keep himfelf erect upon his 
legs; he was greatly emaciated with a lofs of appetite, 
and confequently of’ his ftrength. He had been treated 
for this complaint, for four months in Paris, with Bougies 
and other medicines, by which he obtained a better ftate 
of health ; but one year after that, being at London in

the urine came, with proper medicines, the water came by 
the natural channel; and the fiftula was cured, and he 
_ was perfectly cured, but it took me fix months to accom~ 
plith it. This gentleman was no more than twenty-eight 
years of age. He returned to Dublin foon after, and 
{poke fo well of my remedy, that I have had feveral fent 
me by his recommendation, and others to whom I have 
fent my remedy there.

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A Young gentleman camie to me from Wales, having 
had feveral claps, either cured by injections, or by a pre- 
poiterous ufe of aftringent, balfamic medicines, till at laft 
he not only contracted obftructions in the urinary paffage, 
“but was at the fame time thoroughly poxed, having two 
deep ulcers, one at the bettom of the penis which commu- 
nicated with the urinary paflage, fo that a great part of 
his water came through this ulcer. The other, ulcer was 
in his thigh, a little below the groin, which was very 
foul, and appeared to affect the bone, as he was very lame 
of this limb; a great number of eruptions about the roots 
of his hair, with nocturnal pains in his head and limbs. 
On adminiftering my antivenereal remedies, and by the 
ufe of my Bougies at the fame time, he was perfectly 
cured in about feven weeks, and returned extremely con- 
tent and happy, to his own country.

no water at all by the natural paffage for near three years 
paft, but it came off by three different paffages it had 
formed to itfelf, one clofe to the ferotum, a fecond clofe, 
to the anus, and the third near the groin, where there . 
was a large winding fiftulous cavity, this part looked fo 
very bad, that I was apprehenfive of a mortification 
coming on; for fome days I applied a very foftening 
poultice to the part, which was often repeated;. after 
which, by that and a few days reft from the fatigue he 
had fuffered in the waggon, (for his fores did not permit 
him to ride on horfe-back) this fore part had a much 
better appearance; after lofing fome blood, and taking 
fome gentle phyfic, I began to make ufe of the Bougies ; 
but the urinary paflage being fo entirely flopped up with 
a fungous that it was a work of five weeks before I could 
get through this violent obftruction; but having got at 
laft quite into the bladder, in five weeks more I had the 
pleafure to fee the natural courfe of the urine reftored ;

A Young gentleman of twenty-fix years of age, 

having had claps cured by injections for the {pace of four 

or five years ; the confequence of this was, that he made — 
water in a very finall ftream, occafioned by the coat of 

the Urethra being contracted and fungous; excrefcences 
being alfo formed in its different parts. This gentleman 
being troubled alfo with the gravel, and feveral {mall 
ftones with a cake of red fand lodging about the neck of 
the bladder not being able to come off with the urine from 
_ the narrewnefs of the Urethra; in the courfe of the cure 
by the help of my Bougies, I was obliged to pufh back 
into the bladder, a great many {mall ftones that were 
jodged in the entrance of the Urethra, which afterwards 
were all brought off by the urine when the paflage was 
enlarged fufficiently to permit their paffing. After this I 
injetted his bladder with a particular mild decoction of a 
vulnerary liquid, by the help of my hollow and flexible , 
Bougie, which brought away fuch an amazing quantity _ 
of fall ftones and gravel at which I was myfelf much . 
aftonifhed. He was reftored by me to an exceeding good . 
ftate of health, ‘This happened in the year 1768. Thia 
gentleman’s cafe may ferve to fhew how neceffary it is 
that the urine fhould come off in a full ftream, otherwife

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A: Youth, but ten years of age, fon to a gentleman of
